The D e m o c r a t of Sunday morn- 
ng gave the latest developments in 
connection with the late Missouri 
^acific 
express robbery, together 
with the name of the supposed rob­ 
ber, and the Globc-Dcmocrat of to­ 
day gives the folldwing additional 
particulars: 
Samuel Wilson is the man now 
oeing 
anxiously sought for by an 
army of detectives. 
Should he be 
cauglit he will be compelled to give 
an 
account 
of 
his 
whereabouts 
on the night of the robbery near 
Pacific. 
It was one lone man who held up 
and robbed the Pacific express car 
attached fo the west-bound Missouri 
Pacific train. 
The description of 
this lone robber fits that of Wilson, 
as stated in the Globe-Dcmocrai^ of 
yesterday, there was found near the 
scene of the robberv a valise con- 
taining papers, clothes and dyna­ 
mite. 
The ])apers bear the name S. 
A. Wilson, Illinois. 
It was a switch 
engine engineer that made the dis­ 
covery. 
As soon as it became known to 
the railroad 
itectives 
that 
the 
valise and pape.s had Wilson’s name 
on them, they at once set to work 
to locate a Wilson. 
He fully ans­ 
wers the description of the 
lone 
robber wanted. 
It is said he was 
also implicated in the attempt to 
rob a St. Louis and San Francisco 
train. 
This attempt was made near 
Cheltenham in this city on the night 
»f May 15, 1892. 
On that night two men boarded 
. west-bound Frisco train at some 
point along the road, and 
when 
near Cheltenham the train came to 
a stop to allow a passenger to get 
off. 
This was unusual, as the train 
never stopped at that point. 
When 
the brakeman went out on the plat­ 
form to see what was the matter he 
was confronted by two men wearing 
masks and long rubber coats, who 
put revolvers to his head and de­ 
manded his 
money. 
The 
brake- 
men retreated and raised an alarm 
on the train. 
Abe 
Gould, 
brother 
of 
Jay 
Gould, deceased, was a passenger 
on the train, and he hurried to the 
platform, only to retrace his steps 
by being confronted by two masked 
man armed with revolvers. The rob­ 
bers, seeing that tl\eir ])lans were de- 
ected,quickly withdrew, but not be- 
ore they had fired several shots in 
he direction of the train. The rail­ 
road detectives who were 
put on 
bis case 
at 
that time 
suspected 
Vilson of knowing something about 
his attempted hold up, 
but 
for 
some reason unknown he was never 
ound. 
Nothing more was heard 
of him until a few days ago, when 
lis name became connected with 
he Pacific robbery. 
By this time there is an army of 
detectives in 
the 
vicinity 
of his

equalization and the mayor and the assessor 
of the city; and the said board shall, on re­ 
ceiving such notice, give notice thereof to the 
person who shall have furnished such false 
list, which notice shall sjiecify the particulars 
in which said list is alleged to be false, and 
shall fix a time b r a hearing of the matter, 
on which day the person aforesaid shall have 
the right to appear and defend against such 
charge; and if it appear that such person is 
not guilty as charged the board shall dismiss 
the matter: but if it appear that such person 
is guilty as charged, it shall be the duly of 
said board of equalization to ascertain the 
true amount and value of all jiroperty of 
such person subject to taxation within the 
city, for city purposes, and to tax the same 
as similar property of other persons is taxed, 
aud in addition shall, by way of penalty for 
furnishing such false list, treble the amount 
of taxes thus ascertained against such person;

The property of manufacturing 
conqianies and other corporations named in 
article eight, chapter forty-two, of the re­ 
vised statutes of the state of Missouri of tlie 
year 1889, 
other corporations, the 
taxation of which is not otherwise provided 
for by law, shall be assessed and taxed as the 
property of individuals. 
Persons owning 
shares of stock in banks or any joint stock 
institution or association 
doing a banking 
businesü, or any iusurance company, whether 
lire, marine,, life, health, accident or other 
insurance, 
incorporated 
under or by 
any 
law of the United States or the state of ’ is- 
souri, arc not required to deliver to the asst j- 
or a list thereof; but the president or other 
chief officer of such corporation shall, under 
oath, deliver to the assessor a list of all 
shares of stock held therein, anti the names 
of the persons who hold the same, and shall 
also state the actual cash value of such stock 
and all the property belonging to such cor- 
jKuations. 
In estimating the value of such 
stock anti property, the officer making the 
same shall estimate and include all reserve 
funds, undivided profits, premiums or earn­ 
ings, and all other values belonging to such 
corporations, wdiich cash value shall be as­ 
sessed and taxed as other pcrstinal ])roperty. 
Insurance companies, or any corporations 
doing Imsiness on the mutual 
plan without 
capital stock, shall make like returns of the 
net value of all assets or values belong there­ 
to, which net value shall be assessed and 
taxed in like 
manner. 
Private bankers, 
brokers, money brokers and exchange deal­ 
ers, shall in like manner make return of all 
moneys or values of any description invested 
in or used in their business, which shall be 
taxed as other personal property. 


S e c . 9. 
All 
parties holding stock 
or 
shares as owmers or in trust in any building 
or loan association in this city, on which no 
loan has been obtained from such association, 
with the actual cash value of each share on 
the first day of June in each year, and the 
tax shall be levied upon said shares, and col­ 
lected from such holder or depositor of the 
same, as taxes on other personal property; 
and any failure on the part of such owner, 
holder or depositor of such shares shall sub­ 
ject such holder to the same penalties in this 
ordinance provided for failure to give the as­ 
sessor a true list of all taxable property, veri­ 
fied by affidavit. 


S e c . 10. 
The taxes assessed on shares of 
stock embraced in such list shall be paid by 
the corporations, respectively, and they may 
recover from the owners of stich shares the 
amount so paid 
by them, or deduct the 
same from the dividends accruing on such 
shares; and the amount so paid shall be a 
lien on such shares, respectively, and shall 
lie paid before a transfer thereof can be 
made. 
S e c . 
I I . If the president or other chief 
ofticer of any such corporation fail to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance, he shall 
forfeit to the city one thousand tiollars, to be 
recovered liy civil action in the name of the 
city.
